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Pilot 
to study heat

aa ~~ Laboratory-equipment worth $250,000 donated -- 
to Cal State Fullerton’s School of Engineering and 
Computer Science last spring, is expected to be 


operative next semester. _ 


The mechanical engineering test equipment will 
be used by faculty and upper-division engineering 
students for research and development. This equip- 
ment was donated by the Placentia-based Douglas 
Energy Co. and assembled over the summer, said 
John C. Bilello, dean of the school. 


Bilello said an agreement made with DECO en- 
.gineers provides both the school and the company 
with expertise in high-velocity, two-phase flow 
analysis. Also, experimentation and market prop- 
osals for joint research grants can be prepared. 

The equipment will be used to study a process © 
that will increase efficiency of power generation 
~ + from geothermal and waste heat recovery. ~ 


This two-phase (liquid-gas) method captures 
waste heat from industrial processes to produce 
useful energy, said Lance Hays, president of DECO. 


Hays said CSUF was chosen to receive the equip- 
ment because it is the closest university with a. 
“good, strong (engineering) program.” 

Bilello said the lab is not a table-top setup, but 
rather industry equipment. “It gives us a chance - 
to ‘have our students work on a real pilot plant 


laboratory,” he said. 


He added that students benefit by the piacuical 
experimentation in energy transfer and ther-. 


modynamic applications. 


Bilello said that with the new equipment “there 
is a good chance for (CSUF)_to collaborate with 
people in the industry.” He said oil companies such 
as Union Oil have an interest in the new biphase 
research, the area of energy which the pilot plant 


laboratory focuses. 


Although the site and equipment have been pro- 
vided, funds are still needed to complete the in- 
strumentation, Bilello, said. He added that the 
extra time needed after assembly is due to “design-

The Accounting Department 
at Cal State Fullerton is the only 
academic unit on campus to get 
assistance from an outside sup- 
port group ina program to re- 
cruit and retain qualified facul- 
ty, a poll by the Daily Titan re- 
vealed. ~ 

However, other departments 
and schools within the univer- 
sity do rely on a variety of 
sources to help strengthen their 
academic programs. ; 

Generally, the deans, as- 
sociate deans and chairmen pol- 
led, said outside assistance was 

helpful and did not compromise 
any academic ideals. 
- The support group,. known as 
the accounting focus group, is 
part of a larger advisory board 
for the School of Business Ad- 

- ministration and Economics. 
Members of the group and 
board, several who are CSUF 
alumni, are drawn from account- 
ing firms in the Orange County 
area. 

Formed last year, the focus 
group has raised approximately 
$15,000 and will continue with 
its fund-raising activities for the 
department’s recruitment prog- 


ram. . 
: Peter Dolbee, a 1972 CSUF 
graduate and a partner in the 


accounting firm Arthur Young, - 


is the chairman of the focus 
group. He said, “Our purpose is 
to determine ways in which the 
university and community can 
work together. 

“We believe there is a real 
need for more accounting 

- teachers (at CSUF). The state 

salary structure is such that the 
department is not able to hire 
enough qualified professors.” . 

Dolbee explained that with 
financial help from the focus 
group, university salaries might 
become more competitive with 
salaries of accounting firms and

Most people who come into 
William Beam’s office are in 
good shape.

“Many people who consider 
getting tested say, ‘I’m going 
to get in shape first, then 
come in and get tested,” said 
Beam, who conducts four to 
six physical fitness tests a 
week in Cal State Fullerton’s 
Physical Performance Prog- 
ram. 

Ream and his student assis- 
tants at the testing center 
evaluate fitness levels, offer 
advice on how to maintain 
proper exercise intensity and 
explain how to lose weight 
sensibly.

New cracks in 


- walls result 


Director says 
there is no danger .

. Hairline cracks in the walls of 


the University Center have been 
discovered and are thought to be 


_a result of Thursday's earth- 


quake and its accompanying af- 
tershocks, but they do not pose 
a serious threat to the building, 
UC officials have said. 

“There's nothing there that 
looks like a short-term problem 
for the building,” said Harvey 
McKee, UC director, who took 
part in a walk-through survey 


. to assess damage to the building 


Thursday night,.at which time 
cracks were found in several 
walls, 

The earthquake measured 6.1 
on the Richter scale and was cen- 
tered in the Whittier-Mon- 
tebello area. 

McKee emphasized that there 
is no immediate danger to the 
structural safety of the building. 
“We don’t think that the build- 
ing is going to fall down around 
our ears,” he said. “It would take 
much more than an earthquake 
of this size to bring down the 
UC.” ; 

While both, McKee and. UC 
Building Engineer Scott Spur- 
lock believe the cracks pose no 


’ threat, they “are not experts.”

It’s 9:23 a.m. Sunday, and clus- 
ters of college students file into 
the room, smiling and exchang- 
ing small talk on the way to 
their seats. 

Within minutes, the room 
holds nearly 400 people. 

In a way, it’s a giant study 
hall — but no one set up for 
physics or biology, Each week, 
these students take mental 
notes on lectures about Christ- 
ianity. : 

University Praise Service is 
held at Eastside Christian 
Church. Eastside, located across 


- from Cal State. Fullerton on 


Yorba Linda Boulevard, started 
offering the service last fall to 
attract college-aged ‘students, 
said college minister Roger Wor- 
sham. 

“We have CSUF right across 
the way, the optometry college 
(Southern California College of 
Optometry) next door and 
Pacific Christian College within 
reach, as well,” Worsham said. 


Spurlock said. 

“My initial estimation is that 
there is nothing unusual and no 
structural damage of any kind. 


‘But since I am not an expert, 


I’m calling somebody in to take 
a look at the cracks and give us 
a determination of whether we 
should call in some people,” he 
said. 

Both officials compare the cur- 
rent cracks to those that first ap- 
peared after the initial pouring 


of concrete during the construc: . 


tion of the UC, cracks which 
were caused by the natural settl- 
ing of the concrete and some- 
thing which Spurlock said “is 
not that uncommon.” 

Spurlock said that there was 


also some concern about cracks . 


where drywall came up against 
concrete but stressed that “those 
aren’t even considered cracks, 
just cracked plaster.” 

During its construction in 
1976, steel beams were inserted 
throughout the UC for reinforce- 
ment making it “possibly the 
strongest building on campus,” 
McKee said. 

“The long and the short, of it 
is that we might have some leak- 
ing from rains in the walls on 
the south side,” he added. That 
area has had problem’ in the 


* past with leaking from cracks in 


the walls, McKee said. 

Neither Spurlock nor McKee 
has. heard of any other struc- 
tural damage in other Campus 
buildings, but “that’s probably

versity Praise, we'd like people 


to take a fresh look at church, a- 


fresh look at Christianity and, 
ultimately, a fresh tools at who 
desus is.” 


_ The service offers this “fresh 
look,” Worsham, said, by provid- 
ing a practical,-down-to-earth 
Bible message — one that can 
be applied to everyday living. 
Politics are avoided. And mod- 
ern, upbeat Christian music 
rounds off and courses through 
each session. 

“It’s definitely not a ‘sit and 
be quiet’ place,” said 22-year-old 
CSUF communications major 
Jodi Boddie, who helps with 
songleading each week. “It’s a 
chance to be a part of something 
real and alive.” 

For Joanne Markling, a 19- 
year-old child development 
major at CSUF, singing is a spec- 
ial part of University Praise. 

“It's a neat thing. Singing at 
the service makes me feel al- 
most like I’m talking to God.” 

Markling said she and her 
boyfriend had gone to the ser- 
vices for several months and 
gained membership in June. 
Prior ‘to attending University 
Praise, she had belonged to 
another congregation.

Much misconception on both sides 
but U.S., Japan can work together ©

The deputy consul general of 
Japan’s consulate in Los 
Angeles has told students, fac- 
ulty and businesspeople “that 
there is ‘so much misconception 

.. (by) Japan and the United 
States. 

“There is a tendency (by the 
United States) to blame Japan 
for problems beyond its control,” 
Yoshihiro Nakamura said at a 
banquet Saturday night for the 
Cal State Fullerton chapter of 
AIESEC. “Despite enormous 
faith and good relations, many 
voices are being raised on both 
sides in frustration and anger. 

“There are tensions and frust- 


rations on the parts of both the 
United States and Japan,” he © 


said. “It is (a result of) a failure 
of communication, failure to un- 


| 


derstand each other’s history, 
progress and economics.” 

Nakamura, however, said he 
believes Americans and 
Japanese can “resolve difficul- 
ties and share in a bright future. 

“Occasional frictions are in- 
evitable, but as allies we need 
to remember how much we 
share,” he said. “We have a great 
combined capacity to promote 
peace and prosperity through- 
out_the world. 

“We (Japan) have the second 


Nakamura said Japan will soon 
exceed Canada’s expenditures. 
After 16 months of negotia- 
tions, which were initiated by 
President Ronald Reagan, the 
United States and Canada have 
reached a bilateral agreement 
which nearly eliminates all re- 


. 8trictions on trade, pending con- 


gressional approval. The agree- 
ment is expected to eliminate all 
tariffs between the two coun- 


-tries, and give Canada greater 


largest gross national product, . 


surpassed only by the United ~ 


States,” Nakamura said. “To- 
gether the United States and 
Japan account for one-third of 
the world’s gross national prod- 


.uct dnd one-half of the free 


world’s gross national product.” 
Canada ‘is the only country 

which buys more than Japan 

from the United States, but 


access to the United States mar- 
ket. ; 

Nakamura, however, said 
Japanese investment in- the 
United States is also noticeably 
increasing.

“I write. propos- 
als myself, asking for support for 
our programs,” he said, adding 
that the school recently received

faculty to do scholarly work in 
addition to teaching classes.’

We can provide the space, but we 
don’t always have the proper 
equipment. 

“We are hiring people in- 
volved in very current and 
sophisticated research.

Normally, faculty members 
write grant proposals for needed 
equipment, but monies are not 
received for two or three years. 

With the faculty start-up prog- 
ram, the School of Natural Sci- 
ence and Mathematics can 
‘eliminate that waiting time for 
new faculty. “We are in an in- 
creasingly. competitive situa- 
tion,” Belloli said, “and it will 
help our recruiting efforts if we 
can provide up-to-date equip- 
ment from the start.”

hurricanes and tornados is that” 


claim that California is unique 
in its varried and superlative 
physical and social extremes. 
We import our water, displace 
our agriculture with housing, 
cover the natural landscape 
with cement and link our wilder- 
nesses with highways. And then 
we are reminded that this is not 
solid ground beneath us, and . 


that_we_will_easily_be_crippled__Bomb, 


is revealed, every wrinkle under- 
scored, every eccentricity em- 
phasized.” 

And here every resident who 
calls himself a Californian is re- 
marking on his acclimation to a 
particular state of mind. 

I qualify for, but do not carry, 
a “Native Californian” bumper 
sticker. And though I have spent 
years in the East and the Mid- 
west, my return to the West has 
not demanded a re-initiation to 
its way of life. 

I remember the fires burning 
endlessly in the hills, the dry 
winds careening through the 


pass at 100 mph, the rattles- ~ 


nakes in the garden and the 
earthquakes. Much of the life 
lived out here is characterized 
in cosmographic terms. 

There is a game of one-upman- 
ship played out among Califor- 


nians in the aftermath of a 


quake. With heroic intonation, 
they recount past ordeals, and 
how it happens that they are 
today alive to tell of it. What sets 
their stories apart from those of 


earthquakes provide no degree 
of predictability. We are struck 


- immediately and vehemently, 


and our survival depends more 
on luck than on common gense. 

I listened to these call-in 
shows the morning of the earth- 
quake. Most of the people rudely 
shaken from sleep’had not ex- 
perienced this before, because 
they-came fron somewhere else. 
The awe they felt proves that the 
man- against-nature equation 
still has validity in the over- 
civilized enclave of Southern 
California.

‘left, or something like that. He

It is a way of life com- 
pletely alien to’ those of us de- 
pendent on convenience, and I 
mention it only to reinforce my

No earthquake prepared- 
ness kit can prepare us for the 
impermanence of the California 
existence. 

This condition is as it almost 
always has been. By the end of 
the 1960s a growing nervous- 
ness had spread through South- 
ern California. Scientists had 
speculated for years that a major 
quake would hit here. Expecta- 
tions were fueled by astrological 


and mystical predictions, leav- branch outside my window, ap- , 


ing the impressionable with a 
pervasive sense of helplessness. 
And a book: had been pub- 
lished, Curt Gentry’s “The Last 
Days of the Late Great State of 
California.” It described the 
“superquake” that would divide 
the state, creating a new 
coastline near San Bernardino. 


’ Population slowed. Some made 


an exodus to the desert. 

The tension was relieved at 
Sylmar in 1971. Though word of 
God’s wrath spread, we who live 
here know better. We can see the 
connection between the fires and 


the floods, the winds and the, . 
mudslides, the drought and the 
coyotes and the earthquakes. 


The catastrophic physical condi- | 


tions of California determine 
the way life is lived here and af- 
fect its quality. Thursday’s 
quake was not the BIG ONE. 
We're still expecting that, and I 
would liken it to living with the

Some people have understood 
and acted upon this philosophy 
since the inception of humanity. 
Fassbinder himself made more 
than 40 films of considerable 
quality before dying at age 37.

vation of existence was itself an 
ultimate denial of life, a living 
death. 

Still, no matter how actively 
people search for their demise, 
they search to defy it. Our fasci- 
nation with death is the most 
audacious and competitive as- 
pect of the human condition: 
even those who preserve their 
bodies through relaxation and 
exercise do so to circumvent the 
“inevitable. 

Still, those who challenge 


this attitude may prove to be a 
significant facet of our collective 
conscioushess. 

Those appalled at the possibil- 
ity of this development might in- 
terpret this acceptance as sur- 
render to the,many adversities 
which define modern life. Still, 
solutions arise only when per- 
spective has been gained. 

We may finally be realizing 
that conflict over issues such as 
warfare, consumption and 
human expression make more

of panic to be considered an - 


example of exaggerrated specu- 
lation. However,. there were 
many students who could have 
left for safer areas. As apathetic 
as people can be, I seriously 
doubt those students were so in-

Professors Zhou Zhongan 
and Fu Shuxian came to 
California in August from 
Fudan University in Shan- 
ghai, where Zhou teaches En- 
glish and Fu works in the in- 
ternational exchange office.

CSUF has “great students,” 
Zhou said, adding that they 
are different from students at 
Fudan University. At Fudan, 
90% of the students come 
from .“key high schools,” 
which are the best schools in 
the big cities, he said. 


Zhou said it’s hard to make 
a comparison between CSUF 


and Fudan University, be- 


cause Fudan students are all 
full-time students who start 
‘college right after high school 
and continue straight 
through until they earn their 
degree. They live on campus, 
‘do not have jobs and are sup- 
ported financially by their 
families, he said. 

CSUF :students, however, 
are of many different age 
groups. Many work-full or 
part time, attend school full 
or part time and get little or
